but a careful comparison of early specimens of Palaeography make it pretty certain 
that it is in its general features Visigothic.

It is worthy of note in 
connedtion with this volume that the Feast of Relics is set down 
for the 8th Nov. ; the day of the death, according to the Laner- 
cost Chronicle, of Robert Grosteste, whose confli6t with the 
Pope Avould necessarily exclude him from Canonization, but 
whose memory would be thus preserved in his own diocese. As 
authorities differ as to the time of Grosteste's death, the date for 
the Feast named seems to give support to the Lanercost Chron- 
icle.

Tiiis is a particularly interesting book apart from its controversy as to the legality 
and propriety of the marriage of Priests; for it contains, probably, the earliest 
printed specimens of what has been termed Anglo-Saxon letters. A full account of 
the book is given by Strype in his Life of Parker, folio ed., pp. 504 and 505 1 and it 
has always been a very scarce work. 

Parker's connection with it is to be regarded merely as an amplification of a work 
previously written by Ponet, a Bishop under Edward VI. The first work by Ponet 
was " A Defence for Manage of Priestes, by Scripture and ancient writers," printed 
by Wolff, in 1549. To this Thomas Martin rephed in " A Traietise declaryng and 
plainly provyng that the pretended mariage of Priestes is no raariage, etc.," printed 
by Caley, in 1554.
